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I. POLICY 

All personnel, prior to assuming sworn status, must take and subsequently abide by an oath of office to 
enforce the law and to uphold the Constitution of the United States, the State of New Mexico and the 
ordinances of the City of Portales. 

II. PURPOSE 

The Oath of Office differentiates the Police Officer from the civilian. It imposes levels of 
accountability and responsibility on the officer that are not made of the general public.
